THE SWAMPS OF WILMINGTON 


Today, in Wilmington, there are many lots of lana which 
are owned by dissappointed people. These people have bought 
land, and built upon it, or have bought houses already built, 
and then discovered that the drainage was inadequate, and that 
the sanitary facilities would not work. 


Other fots of land, today, cannot get permits to build, be- 
cause, now, the Board of Health has to pass on-a lot before a 
permit is issued, This is a wise provision, but it is still the cart 
before the horse. The TM hasattempted, so we are told, to 
have some sort of notice about the conditions of Wilmington’s 
swamps posted in the Registry of Deeds. He was not success- 
ful ¥ 

All this is a direct economic loss, to individuals. One rea- 
son why these individuals have to meet this loss is becRuse 
the water table, in Wilmington, by which we mean the level 
of the ground water, is too high. 


The loss, though, is not only to these individuals, The loss 
is to the whole town as a whole. Approximately 50% of the 
town is now swamp land, valued, perhaps at $40 an acre Each 
acre, so valued, robs the owner of a better acre, more highly 
valued. If Wilmington is getting its revenue from taxation of 
land, and half the land is valueless, then the town is getting 
only half the revenue that it could have, and each landowner 
is farced to pay'twice as much as he should, in taxes per acre. 

Why are Wilmington’s lands so swampy?. Was it always 
thus, and will it always be so? Are we doomed to forever 
support 5000 acres of valueless land? 

A few miles downstream, on the Ipswich River, is a dam. 
The dam insures the supply of water for the City of Lynn, 
and for other places. 

This dam was not always there. Just when it was built 
we do not know, but there is testimony to be had, that Wil- 
mington’s swamps were not always thus. Where there is to- 
day a swamp, below the Wilmington Housing Authority site, 
was once a large meadow which was mowed every year for 
hay. An Oak tree (Bear Oak) grew where today there is no- 
thing but water. (Oak trees will not grow when flooded an- 
nyally, let alone growing in places that are always under 
water). Men living today can testify to mowing grass here, 
on an annual basis, and today it is a perpetual swamp 

People, in the past, have never paid any attention to this 
dam. The encroachment, we believe, was gradual First the 
dam was built, and then later, a two foot addition was made. 
‘There is some evidence that this addition was made since the 
turn of the century. 

Wilmington is not the only town that is so affected 
summer, The Board of Selectmen of North Reading and our 
own Selectmen met, and discussed the problem, North Read- 
ing, too, has the same problem. 

The Crusader is of the firm opinion that this dam, a few 
miles dows stream on the Ipswich River has cost the people 
of Wilmington hundreds of thousands of dollars. The sum is 
inestimable, but, in a event, it has come, FROM THE 
POCKETS OF THE TAXPAYERS OF WILMINGTON 
(AND NORTH. READING, TOO) : 

This is a problem of which some citizens have been aware 
for many years past 

The Town Manager, too, is aware of the situation. The 
answer however cannot be arrived at, simply by wishing for

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THE AMERICAN LEGION IS REBUILDING 
THE OLD ADAMS PUMP FACTORY 


100 years ago, or maybe more, @ getitleman by the name 
of Adams, began to manufacture pumps; ina little town, 
known as Wilmington, Massachusetts. The first name of this 
man is unknown now, but the legends of his time still exist. 

His pumps, at first, were made almost entirely or wood 
Later he introduced iron parts, as he improved his product. 
The long building which he built on the street that now bears 
his name, was his factory, and it was here that he had what 
well be labeled the predecessor of the modern fac- 
tory assembly line. There were no walls or partitions in his 
building, and it also lent itself well to experimentation. 

~ There were several things that this man wanted to do. 
He had, for instance, some ideas about brakes, and he wanted 
to try them out. In his factory he rigged up a railroad, on a 
ramp, sort of a roller-coaster idea, and set to work on his 
system, 

He would pull the cars up the ramp by a pulley, and he 
held them there. Then, when all was ready, the cars were 
freed, and went merrily down the ramp, that is, until Mr. 
Adams turned on the air, by means of a valve. Air brakes, 
probably the first in the United States! All the neighbors 
and their children, used to come in and watch Adams stop his 
train, anywhere, any time, by air brakes. 

One day an unknown man appeared, and talked over the 
invention with Mr, Adams, It wasn’t too long before the two 
men began to dicker, and the stranger bought out the air 
brake system, for $300. 

Shortly thereafter, the Westinghouse Air Brakes wer¢ 
patented. Was the strangtr George Westinghouse? 

Time passed; and the building passed into other hands. 
In 1934, the Wilmington Post of the American Legion 
bought that building which Mr. Adams had put up so many 
years before. The boys in the past worked hard, mproving 
and setting up the place as suitable headquarters. Every 
year saw changes, and every year saw improvements 

Last fall, there was consternation in the Post, when it 
was discovered that the building was leaning towards the 
street. The boys started to put a cellar underneath, to bolster 
up the building: 
Your reporter stopped in, last Saturday, and looked 
around, Senior -Vice Commander Arthur Harper, was there, 
and together he and your reporter toured the place. 

No longer is there any danger of the building leaning over. 
The cellar is nearly complete. The work was done by the 
legionaires, themselves, and they can testify to the meaning 
of hard work 

Now, pretty soon, the front porch is going to come off, 
and the front entrance is going to be improved.

TOM LAFIONATIS HAS A 
PSYCHROMETER 
IMPROVEMENT 


Tom LaFionatis, of Glen Road, 
invented a power aspirator psy- 
chrometer, for the Malden High 
School Weather Bureau, at Mal- 
den; Massachusetts. 

A psychrométer is. an_ instru- 
ment which weather observers use 
to get the relative humidity (It 
ain’t the heat, it's the humidity), 
or, in oher words, the percentage 
of moisture in the air. In addition 
to this, it can be used in assisting 
forcasting of fog, rain, etc 

The psychrometer which Mr. 
FaFionatis has invented is one 
that is driven by an electric motor, 
instead of the old hand sling idea, 
which nearly every weather sta~ 
tion in the worly uses today, It 
was invented solely for the Mal- 
den Weather Station, but the fame 
of this new method has spread, 
and now E. B. Rideout, of WEEI 
forecasting fame has a LaFiona- 
tis Psychrometer in his own ob- 
Servatory, 

Mr. Rideout, who has acknow- 
ledged his debt to Mr. LaFionatis 
‘over the radio, uses the instrument 
daily, in his forecaste of rain, fog, 
and ceiling height, for airplanes. 
The original model has now been 
in use for about two years, and 
still functions. It has been ad- 
judged superior to the Bendix
